As a ruie It is much better to nip 
water than to swallow a glassful at 
one draught.

At other times, 
however, sipping the water is much 
more stimulating in its effect on the cir¬ 
culation. During the action of sipping 
the nerve action, which slows the beat¬ 
ing of tbe heart, la temporarily abol¬ 
ished.and inconsequence the heart eon 
tracta much more quickly and the cir¬ 
culation In various parts of the body is 
Increased. Another advantage in sip¬ 
ping is'the fact that the pressure un¬ 
der which the bile Is secreted is con¬ 
siderably raised. It has been stated 
on good authority that a glass of cold 
water slowly sipped will produce a 
greater acceleration of the pulse for 
time than will a glass of wine or 
spirits taken at a draught. Sipping 
cold water will, in fact, often ally the 
craving for alcoholic drinka—a point 
worth remembering by tnose who are 
endeavoring to reform.
